CULTURAL TIPS 


Keep soil well cultivated around the 
plants. A good weekly soaking in dry 
weather is preferable to frequent sprink- 
ling with the hose. 

Pinching should be started about 7 to 
14 days after planting. This will force 
the plant into branching and heavier 
blooming, will control the height and 
shape of the plant and also control the 
type of spray formation. Pinching in 
northern areas should not be done later 
than August 5. 

Disbudding will produce larger blooms 
on specific varieties. As soon as the main 
flower buds become visible, remove all 
but the center bud on each main stem.

bud set. Plants cut back after this spring bloom will bloom again in the fall. 


Where shipping dates are not specified, we will ship at the proper time for your locality. In 


Ohio this is May 1 to July 1. Farther south the plants can be set out earlier without danger from 
frost. If given some protection for the first few nights until they become temperature hardened, 


they will withstand even severe frost. 
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
